PRESIDENT 


A New Beginning 


The top spot on the Hill has been racked with much controversy over the past few years. 
Alabama A & M University has been through many changes including three presidents in the past 
five years. But now things arc starting to come together and a new beginning has begun starting with 
Dr. David B. Henson. Dr. Henson is in his first ycar as President of Alabama A & M University. He 
took over the reigns in January of 1992 after a lengthy search for a leader. 


Dr. Henson brings to his position tons of experience along with impressive credentials that 
more than illustrate his competence. Henson's educational background began with a B.A. in Biology 
from Florida A&M University in 1961. He also received a M.SC. ED. in Chemistry from Tuskegee 
Institute and a Ph.D. in Biochemistry from the University of Iowa. Further study earned a Certificate 
in "Computer Assisted Instruction and Independent Study Methods in Medical Education" from the 
University of Illinois College of Medicine. 


The fruits of Dr. Henson's educational labor bore many opportunities and various professional 
experiences including Acting Chairman, Department of Biochemistry Assistant Dean for Student 
Affairs, and Assistant Professor of Biochemistry at Howard University College of Medicine. 
Henson also served in prestigious positions at the University of Texas Medical School, Yale 
University, Florida Atlantic University, University of Colorado at Boulder, and in the University of 
Colorado System where he served as Associate Vice President for Academic Affairs/Human 
Resources and Personnel from May 1989 until he came to serve here on "The Hill" earlier this year. 


In addition to his tremendous workload, Dr. Henson finds time to participate in several civic 
and community activities including being on the Board of Directors of several organizations as well 
as an active member of the A.M.E. Church, Urban League and a host of other honorable organiza- 
tions. For all of his efforts Dr. Henson has received numerous awards such as the African Americans 
Who Make a Difference Award, several awards for "Excellence in Teaching", and for Outstanding 
work in both Undergraduate and Graduate Studies. Dr. Henson has also distinguished himself by 
being in several academic publications, including the Environmental Effects of Molecular Structure 
and Properties, J. Phys. Chem. 77, and the Diss. Abstract It. B. Sci. Eng. (1972). 


Alabama A&M University has certainly been gifted with such an outstanding individual to 
take the helm and provide great lcadership in the "New Beginning". 


Gene Bright 
ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Presently heading the Department of Athletics at Alabama A&M University is 
Interim Athletic Director Gene Bright. Although his position is Interim, he is no 
stranger to the job. His extensive experience and training is uniquely suited for the 
task, in that he has served two previous terms as Athletic Director in the late 70's 
and early 80's. 


Bright's academic credentials overwhelmingly qualify him for his position as 
well. He received his B.S. degree in Health, Physical Education and Recreation 
from Jackson State University; MED degree from Tennessee State University, 
where he coached under the late John A. Merritt; and his Ed.S. degree from the 
University of Alabama. 


Bright's extensive experience includes 27 years of service at Alabama A&M, 
22 of which have been in the A&M Athletic Department. He served as head coach 
of A&M’s golf team for 18 years. During that time, Bright's golfers won seven 
SIAC championships and earned three NCAA postseason berths. He also served for 
two seasons as defensive coordinator under Head Football Coach Louis Crews. His 
career hasn't always been atop “the hill”. He served for three years as Head Football 
Coach and Assistant Athletic Director at Rust College in Holly Springs, Missis- 
sippi. 

In addition to acting as Interim Athletic Director, the Danville, Kentucky 
native is also an assistant professor in the Department of Health and Physical 


Education and head of the National Youth Sports Program (NYSP) at Alabama 
A&M. 


Bright and his wife Neva are the proud parents of two daughters, Nina and 
Dione. 


Betty (Melly Austin 
ASSISTANT ATHLETIC DIRECTOR 


Betty Kelly Austin is in her ninth year as Assis- 
tant Athletic Director. However, her story goes back 
further than 1983. 

Austin, a homegrown Huntsville, Alabama native 
is a 1973 graduate of Alabama А&М University. 
After receiving her bachelor's degree in Health and 


Physical Education, Austin went north to the Uni- 
versity of Michigan where she earned her masters. 


In 1977, Austin returned to her alma mater and became the virtual matri- 
arch of Alabama A&M women's sports. She was appointed Coordinator of 
Women's Athletics. However, Austin served in several capacities including 
volleyball coach, women's basketball coach and as an instructor in Health & 
Physical Education. In 1983, she was promoted to Assistant Athletic Director 
and Assistant Professor in the Department of Health and Physical Education. 

Since coming to A&M and serving as its first full time volleyball and 
basketball coach for women, Austin has had several volleyball players named 
All-State and All-Tournament. The volleyball team has totally dominated the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Conference for the past eight years. Since 
the SIAC officially sanctioned volleyball as a conference sport in 1986, 
A&M has won five consecutive titles. For her accomplishments, Austin was 
honored in 1990 by the Alabama A&M Booster Club with the prestigious 
Golden Torch Award. 

Austin has had many exciting and fulfilling experiences since beginning 
her athletic career at A&M. In women's track and field, the team has 
qualified for the National Championships every year since 1979. They have 
placed in the NCAA Division II Championships for the past eleven years 
since the women's program was placed under the governance of the NCAA. 
The Lady Bulldogs have finished in the top five each year since 1982, 
including a second place finish in the 1991 Track and Field Championships 
in San Angelo, Texas. In 1992, the Lady Bulldogs participated in the NCAA 
Division II Indoor National Championships for the first time ever. They 
shocked everyone by bringing home the first place trophy. 

In swimming, the A&M swim team won numerous Black National Swim- 
ming and Diving Championships before the program was discontinued in 
1988. In women's basketball, the Lady Bulldogs have taken four conference 
titles and made two trips їо the NCAA Division II Playoffs, including playing 
host to the opening round in 1984, and participating in the South Regional in 
Jacksonville, Alabama in 1991..

HEAD FOOTBALL COACH 


Ray Bonner is entering his first season as Head Football Coach at Alabama A&M 
University. Under his leadership as Interim Head Coach last year, the А&М Bulldogs 
finished the season as the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Conference Co-Champi- 
ons. Bonner, who previously served as Assistant Coach joined the A&M Staff in 1989. 


During his tenure as Educator and Coach in the state of Georgia, Bonner has 
earned an impressive array of coaching credentials, including Head Track Coach at 
Southwest DeKalb High School in Decatur, Georgia. The Southwest DeKalb Panthers 
won the 7 AAAA Region Title in 1986, 1987, 1988 and 1989. In 1987, the Panthers 
won the State Championship. Bonner also served as the Panthers" Assistant Football 
Coach when they played for the North Georgia Championship three out of four years. 


As Head Football Coach at Columbia High in Decatur, Georgia, Bonner had a 37- 
21 record. He guided the Columbia Eagles to the Area Championship, Region 
Championship, North Georgia Championship and the State Championship in 1982. 


The Cowan, Tennessee native graduated from Franklin County High School 
where he was named All-State in Football and Basketball. 


Bonner received his Bachelor of Science Degree from Middle Tennessee State 
University in 1973. Whileat MTSU, he earned All-Conference honors and was drafted 
by the Detroit Lions of the National Football League. He also received his Masters 
Degree in Administration and Supervision from MTSU. 


Bonner and his wife, Gloria have one daughter, Tracey Nicole. 


Prawnski CJowns 
ASSISTANT HEAD COACH 


Brawnski Towns, а 1970 graduate of Alabama A&M, enters his 15th season as 
an assistant coach for the Bulldogs. Towns, who received a bachelors degree in 
Mechanical Drafting Technology Design is widely regarded as one of the best 
defensive backs to ever “don” the maroon and white. 

A native of Bessemer, AL, Towns is a 1965 graduate of George Washington 
Carver High School. After graduating from Alabama A&M Towns coached at 
A&M for six years before accepting an assistant coaching position at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas-Pine Bluff. After coaching at UAPB for eight years, Towns 
returned to A&M as an assistant coach in 1984. 

Towns, who also .serves as the head tennis coach at A&M, coached baseball 
during his first coaching stint with the Bulldogs. In 1992, Towns led the men’s 
tennis team to a fourth-place finish in the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic Conference (SIAC) Championship. 

The Alabama A&M defense, under the tutelage of Towns, is considered one of the best in the country among NCAA 
Division II schools. The Bulldogs led the nation in pass defense and total defense in 1987 and 1988. In 1988, the Bulldogs 
led the nation in scoring defense. In 1990, the Bulldogs finished fourth. 

In 1989 the Bulldogs yielded only 213.3 yards per game in total defense. In rushing defense, the Bulldogs yielded only 
83.2 yards per game. 


Towns, and his wife, Mae Btta, are the parents of a daughter, Vickye Tanya 


Henry Harris 
DEFENSIVE LINE COACH 


Henry Harris will serve as the Bulldogs defensive line coach for the third 
consecutive season. Prior to his arrival at Alabama A&M, Harris served as the 
defensive line coach at Chamblee High School in Chamblee, Georgia. 

Harris won several awards including Best All-Around Defensive Player and 
Outstanding Defensive Lineman while attending the University of Georgia. 

Harris, who was All-SEC, received the Chevrolet MVP three times, participated 
in the Cotton, Sun, Citrus, Hall of Fame, and Japan Bowl. 

In 1987, Harris signed as a free agent with the Seattle Seahawks of the NFL. He 
also played with the Cleveland Browns in 1987. 

While in high school, he was featured in Parade Magazine, USA News, Bally, 
and was а National High School All-American. Harris was All-State in 1981 and 
1982. He was named AAAA Lineman of the Year in 1982 by the Atlanta Journal 
Constitution. 


At A&M Harris is reunited with his former high school coach, Ray Bonner. 


Mile Markuson 
OFFENSIVE LINE COACH 


Mike Markuson came to Alabama A&M via Austin Peay State where he served as offensive 
line coach in 1990. Markuson enters his second year as offensive line coach for the Bulldogs. 
Prior to his stint at Austin Peay State, Markuson served as a graduate assistant at Notre Dame. 
Previously, he served two seasons in the same capacity at Oklahoma State. 

Markuson is considered an intense motivator and outstanding fundamental teacher of 
offensive line play. That comes as a result of an impressive coaching background. 

At Notre Dame, Markuson worked closely with highly respected offensive line coach Joe Moore, who has coached some of the nation’s 
top linemea. While at Oklahoma State, Markuson worked with Brad Seely whose line opened holes for Thurman Thomas and Barry Sanders. 
Seely is now coaching on the professional level. 

The Alexandria, MN native previously spent one season as a volunteer assistant at Hamline University in St. Paul, MN. He coached the 
defensive line as a graduate assistant at South Dakota State. 

A four-year letterman as a defensive lineman at Hamline, Markuson was a two-time all-conference choice. He received his bachelor’s 
degree from Hamline in 1983 and his master's from South Dakota State in 1986. 

He was recently married to the former Miss Dottie Bryant of Clarksville, Tennessee.

SECONDARY 


David Arnsparger will serve his first season as a member of the Maroon and White 
coaching the Bulldog Secondary.

QUARTERBACKS & RECEIVERS 


Wendell Avery will serve as the Bulldog's Quarterbacks & Receivers Coach during 
his first season on “The Hill”. Prior to his arrival at A&M, Avery served three years 
as the Quarterbacks and Receivers Coach at Division 111 Macalester College. He also 
served a two year stint at Winona State University as Offensive Coordinator. 


Before stepping into the coaching ranks, Avery made his mark as a player. Не was 
a two year Starting Quarterback at the University of Minnesota under Head Coach Cal 
Stall. As a Sophomore, Avery led the Golden Gophers to a Hall of Fame Bowl 
appearance against the University of Maryland. 


While at Minnesota, Avery also received a B.S. Degree in Urban Administration in 1980. 


Following his collegiate years, Avery was drafted by the Winnepeg Blue Bombers of the Canadian Football League (CFL) 
in 1980. He also saw some action with the United States Football League's (USFL) New Jersey Generals.

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ALABAMA A&M UNIVERSITY BULLDOGS 
1992 FOOTBALL PROSPECTUS 


NORMAL, AL—The 1992 Bulldogs will fly into the new fall season with 
a new pilot. Former Bulldog running back coach Raymond Bonner will take 
the helm for the 1992 campaign. Bonner took over in an interim capacity 
after the Bulldogs' homecoming game against Morris Brown. He lead the 
Bulldogs the rest of the way enroute to a share of the third consecutive 
Southern Inter-collegiate Conference title. The Bulldogs finished the sea- 
son 5-6 overall (2-3 under Bonner) and 5-2 in the SIAC. Though A&M had 
to share its 1992 title with four other SIAC schools, it was still a “threepeat”. 

Once again, the Bulldogs return 13 starters (8-offense, 5-defense) for 
1992 . A&M also returns 38 lettermen, while losing only 18. 

There are slight questions hovering over the Bulldog offense. Who will 
fill Bulldog record holder Tracy Kendall's shoes? Who will take over the 
field general's spot to guide the A&M offense through dangerous defenses? 
Two gunslingers will be in the forefront battling for the honor of carrying 
the Bulldog torch into the gridiron wars for 1992 . Senior quarterbacks 
Chris Raymond (6-2, 180) and Caraston Daniels (6-0, 175) will jockey for 
the starting nod this fall. Both have seen action throughout their careers 
with most of the playing time coming during the 1990 season when Kendall 
was injured. Both players saw limited action in 1991, with Daniels seeing 
the most playing time in five games. Daniels completed 11 -0f-24 passes for 
150 yards. Though he is holder on fieldgoals and extra points, Raymond got 
into one contest against Alcorn State in Dallas. He didn't get off a pass, but 
he was sacked three times. 

At RUNNING BACK, the Bulldogs should be solid this season. Tailback 
Reginald Leslie is gone but the stable is still rich, lead by sophomore 
running back Antoine Harden. Harden rushed for 457 yards on 96 carries 
and scored two touchdowns. Along with Harden, tailback Eddie Cooper and 
fullback Terrance Cooper add more punch to a strong running attack. 
Terrance Cooper gained 334 yards on 89 carries. He tacked on five touch- 
downs. Meanwhile, Eddie Cooper wasn't far behind with 238 yards on 59 
carries. 

The backs will have a solid, experienced offensive line to run behind. 
The Bulldogs lost only one brick in the front wall, but several other bricks 
are waiting to step in to plug the hole. 

Wideouts Anthony Thomas and Pat Lee will lead the corp of receivers in 
the 1992 season. Thomas spent last season hobbling from a less than 100% 
ankle. However, he still managed to lead the team in receiving with 41 
receptions for 501 yards and three touchdowns. Lee had to move into the 
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roll of “ро to" man when Thomas was out of commission. He came in right 
behind Thomas with 30 receptions for 384 yards. With the graduation of 
Anthony Walker it will be up to junior tight end Robert Rogers and 
sophomore Glendell Pettus to fill the void. Walker accounted for 25 
receptions for 332 yards and one touchdown. Together, Rogers and Pettus 
combined for six receptions and 61 yards. 

On defense, only five starters return from last season. Only one, Lee 
Green (39 tackles, 8 sacks), returns to the defensive line. The other four were 
starters in the secondary. Junior strong safety Hugh Thomas (41 tackles and one 
interception), Vincent Banks (22 tackles), Richard Taylor (19 tackles), and Roderick 
Issac (46 tackles, one interception) will be back in the secondary. Adding to the depth 
in the secondary are four other players who saw extensive playing time last season. 
Junior free safety Tyrone English shone the brightest of the four making 57 tackles 
including a half sack. He also had two interceptions, one which he returned 100 yards 
for a touchdown against Central State. Also senior cornerback Thaddeus Campbell 
(52 tackles), junior free safety Deric Childs (9 tackles), and junior strong safety 
Eric Childs (12 tackles) return to strengthen the secondary . 

Along with Green, who also drops to play linebacker, junior linebacker 
Khris Downing (16 tackles, one interception) and sophomore David Peterson 
(19 tackles and a sack) will form the nucleus guarding the heart of the 
Bulldog defense . 

ON SPECIAL TEAMS, sophomore placekicker Frank Hawkins returns 
to handle the kicking chores for the Bulldogs. In 1991, Hawkins missed his 
only fieldgoal attempt, but hit 7-of-9 of his extra-point attempts. A&M will 
have to find a replacement for four-year starting punter William Garth. 
Garth averaged 36.9 yards-per-punt during his career as a Bulldog.

Campbell possesses blazing speed. He can run down most wideouts attempting to slice 
through the A&M secondary. During the 1990 season, Campbell played on special teams and 
started the final two games at cornerback. It was also in 1990 that Campbell blocked an extra 
point against Tuskegee in the SIAC Championship Game which preserved a 44-43 Bulldog 
victory.

A&M closed the gap in the middle of 
the quarter when Terrence Cooper 
bowled in for a 1 yard run of his own.

BIRMINGHAM, AL - It was the 50th 
Annual Magic City Classic. Over 70,000 
fans packed Legion Field, braving the 
harsh cold, to witness the making of 
history. What they saw was one of the 
best halves of football, then total anni- 
hilation as the Hornets tore apart the 
Bulldogs 59-13. It was by far the worst 
whipping inflicted on A&M all season, 
compounded by the presence of a na- 
tional television audience once again. 


ASU got on the board first as running 
back Anthony Lewis scored from one 
yard out midway through the first quar- 
ter. The Hornets missed the extra point, 
leaving the door open for A&M to re- 
taliate which they did. The Bulldogs 
responded with an 11-play 89-yard drive 
which culminated with a 1-yard plunge 
by Reginald Leslie. Unfortunately, A&M 
also blew their extra point which left the 
score knotted at 6-6 at the end of the 
first quarter. 


After stopping the Hornet charge, the 
Bulldogs mounted another long drive to 
open the second quarter. This trek took 
13 plays, covered 88 yards and ate up 
5:16 off the clock. Once again, Leslie 
finished up the drive with his second 1- 
yard run. This time, the point-after was 
good giving A&M a 13-6 lead. 


That would be all she wrote for the 
Bulldogs as the nightmare began. First, 
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Lewis broke loose for his second touch- 
down, racing 27 yards for a Hornet touch- 
down. The extra point failed once again, 
leaving the Bulldogs with a shaky 13-12 
lead. That lead didn't last long as the 
Hornets struck again after the Bulldogs 
fumbled the ensuing kickoff. Three plays 
later ASU quarterback Rickey Jones hit 
wideout Reginald Brown for a 5-yard 
touchdown. The Hornets had regained 
the lead 18-13. The Bulldogs tried to 
answer the bell once again, mounting 
another long drive. However the drive 
fizzled inside the ASU 20-yard line. The 
red-hot Hornet offense took over and 
quickly moved down the field for an- 
other touchdown. This time, ASU back 
Rico White did the honors from 17 yards 
away. After a two- point conversion, the 
Hornets were pulling away building a 
26-13 halftime advantage. 


The second half saw the swarm be- 
come more and more vicious as the Hor- 
nets stung the Bulldogs repeatedly. Five 
more times the Hornets would score, while 
the Bulldogs just faded away. АП together, 
the Hornets had scored eight unanswered 
touchdowns to complete the slaughter.
